The Pharisee thought he could see

The truth is the Pharisee was a 
grumbler, a faultfinder, a mote-hunt- 
er, and this kind of folk usually feels 
very important. This Pharisee prob- 
ably thought it was condescension 
enough on his part to invite a Naza- 
rite to his home, therefore it was easy 
to forget his duty, his obligation, his 
responsibility. 2 Peter 3:5, Syriac, 
“This they willingly forget.” 

It was a custom to have water ready 
for an invited guest to wash his feet, 
but the Mr. Big Mote-hunter forgot, 
omitted, or for some reason failed to 
have it ready. A sinner from off the 
street brought up the old grumbler’s 
part. She washed the Lord’s feet with 
tears.

According to the chief rabbi and 
president of the Jewish community in 
Greece, of the 90,000 Jews in Greece 
before the war only 8,000 remain. All 
the rest have been sent to Poland for 
forced labor, died through persecution, 
or were shot. Athens has lost only 12 
per cent of its Jewish population, but 
other towns have lost as much as 80 
per cent. In Crete and Rhodes not a 
single Jew is left. The Central Jewish 
Air Committee lacked the resources 
to cope with the distressed survivors, 
among whom were many orphans and 
old men.

Marriage 

It is safe to say that marriages 
should have two distinct ties. 1. Par- 
ties united in wedlock should be 
Christians; they, to make marriage 
what it should be, ought to be divine- 
ly united; this insures that marriage 
administered in divine love will be a 
success. 2. They who are divinely 
united in marriage should, of course, 
be legally bound together by the laws 
of the land. All too often it is that 
parties united in matrimony are mar- 
ried only in the eyes of the law. They 
lack divine love for each other, and 
though held accountable by God for 
their marriage in that all divine of- 
fices are involved in marriage by the 
laws of the land, they nevertheless 
lack the essentials of divine love in 
their hearts to enrich each other’s 
companionship, absorb irregularities 
and sometimes shock, to thereby 
make the married life a happier and 
easier one for the other. No man, who 
is not a Christian, can offer his wife 
the best of companionship; this is 
equally true of a woman. Marriage 
was a divine institution, and it should 
still be divinely guided and guarded. 
If this was generally true today, we 
would have less “child delinquency.” 
The failures of children exist first in 
their parents.

_ “Every man at the beginning doth 
set forth good wine; and when men 
have well drunk, then that which is 
worse: but thou hast kept the good 
wine until now,” John 2:10. This ac- 
tion was based then as it is now, on 
man’s own lack of comprehension and 
willingness to accept a substitute of 
ee quality without protest. 


HISTORY 
indicates that not only did the Church 
of the early age retrograde from the 
truth of the gospel, but an exami- 
nation of the history, doctrines, sacri- 
fices, efforts and attainment of all 
Church movements of today will re- 
veal that they have likewise fallen 
from the higher plane of spirituality 
and usefulness to a lower and less 
useful place in society. The revivals of 
the Quakers, the Lutherans, Presby- 
terians, Methodists, Baptists, and oth- 
er of the major church movements 
were in their early history of such 
violent and tremendous spiirtual ac- 
tivities until not only weer they for 
the most part actually Pentecostal in 
experience, but most of them would 
make us who are of Pentecostal faith 
and experience ashamed of ourselves 
today. 
WHAT 

were the apostolic standards? is a na- 
tural question. Where are they found, 
and by whom were they set? We an- 
Swer, they were set by the Lord 
of the harvest. They are found in each 
recorded instance of the ministry of 
our Lord and the Acts of the Apostles 
and other New Testament writings 
throughout. The people of Jesus’ day 
could not have taken His claims 

seriously unless His ministry had been 
@:: it was, one of deeds rather than one 
of words only; therefore, “God anoint- 
ed Jesus of Nazareth with the Holy 
Ghost and with power: who went 
about doing good, and healing all that 
were oppressed of the devil; for God 
was with him,” Acts 10:38. Here is the 
secret, “for God was with him.” Jesus 
had no little trouble with the religious 
leaders of His day when He began to 
make His ministry one of “signs fol- 
lowing” rather than a mere ritualism. 
Unless He had healed the people of 
His day He could have offered no 
proof that He was able to maintain 
the physical body against age and de- 
cay. It is equally true that unless Je- 
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aintaining Apostolic Standards 





sus had raised the dead, He could not 
have established the fact that He was 
“the resurrection and the life.” The 
incarnation necessitated an outflow- 
ing of divine life that men might see 
and believe. God was able to pay cash 
on the “barrel head.” His was not a 
mere promise with nothing in the tills 
to back it up. 
ORIGINAL STANDARDS 

The original standards were set and 
maintained by our Lord in His mira- 
culous ministry from the very begin- 
ning until the ending of it on 
earth. He began by turning the water 
into wine, and ended by replacing “an 
ear” on the head of the high priest’s 
servant that had been cut off by one 
of Jesus’ friends in the stampede at 
the time of the arrest of Jesus. Matt. 
26:51. His miracle of grace was the 
reconciling of Pilate and Herod who 
had long been enemies; and lastly, the 
pardoning of the thief while on the 
cross. Luke 23:12-43. His miracle of 
self-control was that of His behavior 
before His enemies while under arrest 
and during His crucifixion. After His 
forty-days fast in the wilderness, 
mentioned in the fourth chapter of 
Matthew, Jesus called His twelve 
apostles, and preached the sermon on 
the mount, followed by a variety of 
sayings and parables. “And it came 
to pass, when Jesus had ended these 
sayings, the people were astonished 
at his doctrine: for he taught them as 
one having authority, and not as the 
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scribes,” Matt. 7:28, 29. “And, behold, 
there came a leper and worshipped 
him, saying, Lord, if thou wilt, thou 
canst make me clean. And Jesus put 
forth his hand and touched him, say- 
ing, I will, be thou clean. And immedi- 
ately his leprosy was cleansed,” Matt. 
8:2, 3. Next, at Capernaum He was 
invited by the centurion to heal his 
servant to which Jesus answered, “I 
will come and heal him.” Notice the 
“I will; be thou clean” and “I will 
come and heal him,” particularly the 
“I will’ in each instance of man’s ap- 
peal and time of need. This “I will” 
ever reflects the divine mind con- 
cerning His covenanted and believing 
children. 
MULTITUDINOUS HEALINGS 

Next mentioned in the line of heal- 
ing miracles was the healing of Peter’s 
mother-in-law, verses 14,15. “When 
the even was come, they brought unto 
him many that were possessed with 
devils: and he cast out the spirits with 
his word, and healed all that were 
sick.” Notice, “healed all that were 
sick.” Next, He cast out a legion of 
devils and healed the Gadarian ma- 
niac mentioned in the close of Matt. 
8. In the ninth chapter of Matthew 
He healed the man sick of the palsy, 
and exclaimed, “Son, be of good cheer; 
thy sins be forgiven thee.” Here our 
Lord hints that all sickness originally 
sprang from the root of sin. Then fol- 
lowed the marvelous healing of the 
woman having an issue of blood, men- 
tioned in verses 18-22. Next came the 
raising to life of Jairus’ daughter who 
had been dead. After these healings 
and miracles our Lord healed the two 
blind men and cast out a devil that 
was dumb “and the multitudes mar- 
velled, saying, It was never so seen in 
Israel.” “And Jesus went about all the 
cities and villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaching the gospel 
of the kingdom, and healing every 
sickness and every disease among the 
people,” verse 35. Marvelous Lord, He 
preached in all “cities and vil.ages” 
and healed “every sickness and every 
disease.” Here is the divine impulse 
toward the human race. It cannot 
now be less than it was in those times, 
unless men dare to say that Christ 
hath an unchangeable priesthood and 
God is a changeable God.

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Che Common Salvation

“Beloved, when I gave all diligence 
to write unto you of the commo 
salvation,” Jude 3. : 


In Jude’s day salvation through the 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ was 
common among men. Jude called it 
“The common salvation.” 

There is a difference in salvation 
and religion. Religion is a form of 
worship. Salvation means deliverance, 
and in Bible terms it means deliver- 
ance from sin. 

Information and instructions about 
this common salvation and how to 
receive it are found in the Bible. Other 
books have been written about it, but 
the authors’ original information was 
obtained from the Scriptures. 


There are some prophetic state- 
ments in the scriptures hard to under- 
stand, but the story of this common 
salvation is made so plain that even 
the most simple-minded understand 
it. 

We live in a time when some would 
like to modernize this common salva- 
tion. Some of the modernists would 
ignore the blood of Christ and stream- 
line religion until it would look good 
to a modern and proud world, but 
when this salvation is streamlined 
and modernized its effects and bene- 
fits are neutralized. 


Men continue to improve on mod- 
ern inventions, but this redemption 
plan is divine; man had nothing to do 
with its creation. Christ is the Author 
and Finisher and Preserver and He 
did such thorough work that there 
is nothing unfinished for man to fix. 

Christ taught and fully instructed 
His disciples, who launched the first 
evangelistic campaign after He was 
gone. He set examples by preaching 
the gospel to the poor, healing the 
sick, feeding the hungry, and doing 
all manner of good for the oppressed 
and needy, then went to the cross and 
gave His life for the completion of a 
common salvation that all men could 
enjoy. 

Men may recommend changes, re- 
peals and amendments, but the plan 
of salvation was so perfected that 
there will never be a necessity for any 
change or improvements. Salvation 
today is the same as it was on the 
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day of Pentecost and demonstrates 
the same effects in men’s lives. The 
kind of salvation received and prac- 
ticed in the early church is the only 
salvation there is. Men in their ef- 
forts to modernize, popularize, and 
streamline the plan of this common 
salvation, may declare certain beliefs 
and practices of the early church 
non-essential in these modern times 
of much learning, but none of their 
declarations make any changes in 
the original plan of salvation. 

The modernists may have some way 
of telling you that the blessings, faith, 
power, and experiences as received in 
the early church are not obtainable 
today, but the questions I would like 
to have them answer are: What is the 
evidence of any change? Has there 
been another Savior other than Christ 
crucified? Has there been a new Bi- 
ble written? What new discovery have 
they made that the apostles and writ- 
ers of the New Testament did not 
know about? We are sure that all re- 
search and accumulation of knowl- 
edge of generations of modernists will 
never reveal any other salvation nor 
add to or take away from the original 
plan. Men may ignore, deny, and re- 
fuse to accept this common salvation, 
but to those who do accept it, it is to 
them the same good old-time religion. 

Education and culture is not salva- 
tion. There is nothing new for modern 
Science to discover in common salva- 
tion. Salvation is not something that 
you grow into. It is not something 
that you learn in school. It is not 
something handed down to you from 
your parents. You get it from 
God through confession of sins, re- 
pentance in the bitter way, and faith 
in Jesus Christ. 

I believe in the old-time religion, in 
the old-fashioned altar, and going 
after it in the old-fashioned way like 
people who met and prayed, and sang 
the praises of God, and the preacher 
preached until sinners fell from their 
seats trembling and calling on God 
for mercy. This is the kind of salva- 
tion taught in the Bible. When peo- 
ple got it they felt it; they knew 
about it; they were made happy. 

Philip’s revival in Samaria was not 
a handshaking campaign. The sick 








were healed, devils were cast out and 
the people gave their hearts to God 
and were baptized. It was said, “There 
was great joy in that city.” 

The lame man sitting at the Beau- 
tiful gate, who was healed and for- 
given of his sins, (yes, I say forgiven 
of his sins, because the Bible said in 
James 5:15, “And the prayer of faith 
shall save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up; and if he have commit- 
ted sins, they shall be forgiven him”) 
this man was healed and, we believe, 
saved. Quoting Acts 3:8, “And he leap- 
ing up stood, and walked, and entered 
with them into the temple, walking, 
and leaping, and praising God.” Yes, 
leaping and praising God. Do you 
think he felt it? He had received this 
old-time religion. 

On the day of Pentecost the people 
waxed so enthusiastic about what 
they had received from God that some 
of those standing by accused them of 
being drunk on new wine. But Peter 
said, “These are not drunken, as ye 
suppose, seeing it is but the third 
hour of the day. But this is that 
which was spoken by the prophet Joel; 
And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, saith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh.” It was an out- 
pouring of the Spirit upon them. They 
had a complete filling of this common 
salvation. 


I know this is not the modern way, 
but, personally, I don’t want modern 
salvation. Modern religion is merely 
church membership. It is all right to 
belong to the church, but people need 
first to know God, and have an ex- 
perience that they know about. When 
we accept the Bible we will not be 
guessing and hoping about so many 
things. There will be some things we 
know. When you see a fellow who 
never knows, you are looking at a 
man who does not have much -@ 
gion and no salvation. John the apos- 
tle was a good man and he had a lot 
to say about knowing. He wrote the 
following words, “We do know that 
we know him, if we keep his com- 
mandments,” 1 John 2:3. “We know 
that we have passed from death unto 
life, because we love the brethren,” 1 
John 3:14. In verse nineteen of the 
same chapter, “And hereby we know 
that we are of the truth.” And in the 
24th verse he said, “And hereby we 
know that he abideth in us, by the 
Spirit which he hath given us.” How 
did he say we would know? By the 
Spirit which He hath given us.

WHY SOME CHURCHES BECOME 
LARGE 
There is no law that is to be more 


tad appreciated than the law of 


rowth. Without it we think of 
stintedness, stagnation, limitation, 
imperfection, and death. With it there 
is development, progress, increase, 
health, thrift, and life. 

In monetary terms we appreciate 
the pennies because they make a dol- 
lar even though it takes one hun- 
dred. 

In geographical study we appreciate 
the grains of sand and drops of water 
for, as the poet said, “Little drops of 
water, little grains of sand, make a 
mighty ocean and a pleasant land.” 

The tiny acorn is appreciated in the 
study of horticulture because “from 
it the oak tree grows.” 

In respect to the most feeble and 
frail beginnings of projects for God, 
Zechariah interrogates, “Who hath 
despised the day of small things?” 

Jesus exhorts, “Who hath despised 
the day of small things?” 

Jesus exhorts, “Fear not, little flock, 
for it is your Father’s good pleasure 
to give you the kingdom.” This indeed 
should be encouraging to the churches 
with the smallest of memberships. 

Then, as if to supplement this ex- 
hortation, comes this complement by 
the Holy Ghost, “There area FEW 
names among you at Sardis who have 
not defiled their garments, and they 
shall walk with me in white for they 

re worthy.” 

When it comes to God using men in 
carrying on His work, He thought in 
terms of two in the first great be- 
ginning of the human family, eight in 
the second beginning. In respect to 
the beginning of faith, God used one 
Abraham. Christ purchased the 
Church, and the twelve, the seventy, 
and one hundred and twenty served 
as its promoters and charter members. 

God and the minority are always the 
majority! Therefore, when a Church 
of God is set in order with a few mem- 
bers full of the love of God and faith, 
they can be depended on for success 
and growth. 

The Church of God denomination, 
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in fact, had its first initiation sixty 
years ago in the hearts of six men and 
women in a log cabin in Monroe 
County, Tennessee, although it was 
not so denominated until 1906. Now 
we have two thousand five hundred 
and fifty-five churches. In some of 
these churches there are from five 
hundred to eight hundred members, 
but most of them started “with a few 
names,” yes, as a “little flock.” 


The pastor that takes the Pauline 
attitude—“I can do all things through 
Christ who strengtheneth me”—is not 
to be discouraged easily over having 
a small church. Certainly he will never 
take the defeatist attitude. 

I remember a small membership 
that was housed in a small tin ware- 
house that was like an icebox in the 
winter and a sweatbox in the summer. 
Of course, the only possibility of the 
church growing rested on the con- 
dition that a church building be 
erected. One pastor had enough cour- 
age to broach the subject to the 
members and make a few plans, but 
about the time he had their interest 
built up to a high pitch his enthu- 
siasm failed and I (his state overseer) 
received a telegram stating that he 
was giving up the church. 

His successor, whom I had to con- 
duct a few nights’ services prior to ap- 
pointing, sized the _ situation up 
squarely, asked what was needed, yet 
felt he should stay in the evangelistic 
work. However, after much persuasion 
on my part, and prayer and fasting 
on his, he felt free to accept the pas- 
torate. But by this time the ambition 
to build had greatly subsided; in fact, 
the members didn’t expect the pastor 
to do anything immediately. So when 


he submitted his plans for a 30 x 50 
full basement church, the members 
became fainthearted and began say- 
ing, “You know there are only eighteen 
of us and we are poor people.” Well, 
when that fear dispelled the local War 
Production Board would not grant a 
priority certificate. The pastor ap- 
pealed to the National Board and sent 
pictures of the building in which they 
were worshipping. In a short time he 
had a No. A-1 priority rating to build 
a five thousand dollar church. 

That was fine but when the proj- 
ect was far enough along for a base- 
ment, some of the main members said, 
“He had better stop here, we can never 
pay for it.” But the pastor kept build- 
ing away. His son quit his job and 
helped him. In fact, he and his son 
did most of the construction work. I 
found him completely worked down a 
few times but never discouraged. Once 
he needed $50 worth of material, 
couldn’t go any farther without it. He 
didn’t have the $50. He started, never- 
theless, after the material and a man 
came walking toward the car toying 
$50 in his hand. Upon approaching he 
said, “I don’t know what I’m doing 
with this money, it must be for you.” 

While some of the members were 
doing nothing but worrying and won- 
dering how the debt would be paid, 
the pastor was praying. The Lord told 
him to go to a Jew and the Jew gave 
him a check for five hundred dollars. 

Well the church building was com- 
pleted that year, with old-fashioned 
revivals all along. A parsonage was 
built the next year, and through all 
of the building projects the spiritual 
tide ran high. The last account I had 
the membership was fifty-six and the 
church packed out practically every 
service. Those members had a pro- 
gressive-minded, energetic, faithful 
pastor who sought to be all that he 
could to the church at Sparta, Tenn. 
Yes, Brother Ted Moore worked and 
prayed until the mere possibilities 
were turned into material and spiri- 
tual realities—he rated the title of 
“a good steward.” 

A revival atmosphere serves as the 
very best stimulant to a church. How- 
ever, some fainthearted pastors and 
members of small churches take the 
attitude that they can’t pay an evan- 
gelist. 

Well, it certainly is proper to con- 
sider giving evangelists adequate sup- 
port, but as a general rule it is never 
very difficult for an evangelist to get 


support from a real revival. Of

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Che Holy Spirit 


His Office Work

This is the second of a series of 
three articles on the subject of the 
“Holy Spirit.” 

As shown in the first message, the 
Savior had promised to send the Holy 
Spirit and, according to that promise, 
when the day of Pentecost had fully 
come and while these happy, blood- 
washed saints of God tarried in Jeru- 
salem in an upper room, down from 
heaven, like a rushing mighty wind, 
came the mighty, soul-inspiring, 
courage-giving, power-bestowing, 
speaking, teaching, guiding, comfort- 
ing Holy Ghost. If one would like 
to know if He was all that Jesus prom- 
ised He would be, he has only to read 
the account of that wonderful sermon 
delivered by the once frightened, dis- 
couraged, denying apostle Peter. Hear 
them cry out, “Men and brethren, 
what shall we do?” See the works of 
the Church and hear the people, who 
a few days ago were hiding out, “for 
fear of the Jews,” testifying, so that 
it was said, “When this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came together, 
and were confounded, because that 
every man heard them speak in his 
own language. And they were amazed, 
and in doubt, saying one to another, 
What meaneth this?” Study the book 
of the Acts and you will never doubt 
but that the Holy Ghost was really all 
the disciples expected. 

Note the expression: “And when the 
DAY OF PENTECOST WAS FULLY 
COME.” He was to come, according to 
God’s timetable, exactly fifty days 
after the resurrection, as seen by the 
type in the twenty-third chapter of 
Leviticus. A close study of Leviticus 23 
will reveal seven -great feasts which 
taught the Israelites a lesson in re- 
membering some great event, also pre- 
figured or typified some future event. 
Let us look at it. 

Verses 4 and 5 is a passover feast 
and commemorates the leaving of 
Egypt and the sacrificial lamb. It also 
prefigures the death of the “Lamb of 
God” for the sins of the world. Verses 
6-8 speak of a holy life and commun- 
ion with Christ. What a happy life! 
(We will deal with this thought in our 
next lesson.) In verses 9-14 is the 
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feast of the first fruits. This is the re- 
surrection feast. “Christ the first 
fruits.” See 1 Cor. 15:23 and 1 Thess. 
4:13-17. This feast was observed by 
bringing a sheaf of the first fruits of 
the land and offering them before the 
Lord, and typified the resurrection of 
our Lord from the dead. The next is 
the feast of pentecost which was held 
fifty days after the feast of first 
fruits, so according to the type, the 
Holy Spirit was to come fifty days 
after the resurrection. Notice verses 
15 and 16, “And ye shall count unto 
you from the morrow after the sab- 
bath, FROM THE DAY THAT YE 
BROUGHT THE SHEAF OF THE 
WAVE OFFERING, SEVEN’ SAB- 
BATHS SHALL BE COMPLETE: even 
unto the morrow after the sev- 
enth sabbath shall ye number 
FIFTY DAYS.” Thus we have the 
statement that WHEN THE DAY OF 
PENTECOST WAS FULLY COME. 
Praise the Lord, it was not a happen 
so. It was according to God’s plans, 
that He came on that special day. 
According to Whit Sunday in the 
New Century Dictionary, Pentecost 
was a Jewish harvest festival observed 
on the fiftieth day from the day of the 
offering of the sheaf, in the week fol- 
lowing the passover, hence a Chris- 


tian festival. 
We see by the type and shadows and 


by the record in the New Testament, @ 


that He was to come. We also know 
He came. Now, let us examine some 
of the verses of the old Book and see 
if we can find out for what purpose He 
came. 

1. He came as a comforter. John 
14:16, “And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Comforter, 
that he may abide with you forever.” 


“Comforter’”—Greek, ie side 


—means “one called along side t 
help.” Compare Rom. 8:26, 27, “Like- 
wise the Spirit also helpeth our in- 
firmities; for we know what we should 
pray for as we ought: BUT THE SPIR- 
IT ITSELF MAKETH INTERCES- 
SION FOR US WITH GROANINGS 
THAT CAN NOT BE UTTERED. And 
he that searcheth the hearts knoweth 
what is the mind of the Spirit, 
BECAUSE HE MAKETH INTERCES- 
SION FOR THE SAINTS ACCORDING 
TO THE WILL OF GOD.” 


2. He hears and speaks. John 16:13. 
It is a blessed thing for Christians to 
have the Holy Ghost, to hear from 
the Father and then gently speak to 
them when they are perplexed over 
life’s problems. Then, too, there are so 
many things about God and heaven 
that He can teach us if we stay where 
we can commune with Him. 1 Cor. 
2:9, 10, “But as it is written, Eye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
it entered into the heart of man, the 
things which the Lord hath prepared 
for them that love him. BUT GOD 
HATH REVEALED THEM UNTO US 
BY HIS SPIRIT: for the Spirit search- 
eth all things, yea, THE DEEP 
THINGS of God.” 

No, don’t be afraid. He never leads 
any one contrary to God’s Word and 
He will never teach one to be SELFISH 
or to be PUFFED UP through vain 
glory,,for we are told that He wil 
glorify the Son of God. John 16:14. 

3. He convicts the sinners. John 
16:8, “And when he is come, he will 
reprove the world of sin, and of right- 
eousness, and of judgment.” Notice 
the words of Acts 2:37, “Now when 
they heard this, they were pricked in 
their hearts,” and wanted to know 
what to do. They were advised quick- 
ly by the preacher to repent, with a 
promise that they, too, might have the 
Holy Ghost, for said he: “The prom- 





ise is unto you, and your children.... 
even as many as the Lord our God. y ) 


shall call.” There is quite a contrast

Northwest Mexico Convention 


Following are reports from some of 
our brethren who visited the conven- 
tion with us and, since they have done 
such a good job of reporting, I shall 
not try to add anything to what they 
have said except that God was with 
us and none of us will ever find words 
to describe these conventions in 
foreign fields. You would have had to 
be there yourself to really appreciate 
what God is doing for these precious 
people. 

“On January 15 my overseer, Broth- 
er L. L. Hughes, and I left Lawton 
about 1:30 P. M., picked up Brother 
E. M. Smith and Brother Edgar Dar- 
ter in Electra, Texas, and started for 
Obregon, Mexico. We arrived at No- 
gales, Arizona, about 1:00 A. M. Wed- 
nesday morning. Since it was 330 miles 
from Nogales to Obregon and the 
road is a dirt road which winds for 
ninety miles through cactus and sand, 
we decided to leave the car and go by 
train. We left Wednesday at 2:00 P. M. 

“Truly God was with us. While we 
were securing our tickets in the No- 
gales depot we found Brother J. H. 
Ingram sitting in a corner. Were we 
glad! We waited for the train from 
Tucson and Brother M. P. Cross got 
off. That was one happy meeting. I 
just love Brother Cross and Brother 
Ingram. They are so broad-minded, so 
humble, and considerate. They did 
everything within their power to make 
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the trip pleasant and nice and, I must 
say, they did a good job of it. After 
riding eighteen hours on the train, we 
landed in Obregon and secured rooms 
at the Hotel Colonial. 

“When time for service arrived, we 
went to a large stucco building. It was 
packed almost to its capacity. There 
we met Brother David Ruesga, over- 
seer of Mexico, Brother Fernando 
Gonzalez, assistant overseer, Brother 
Alejandro Portugal, and all the other 
good brethren and preachers, besides 
our beloved Vessie Hargrave, our mis- 
sion representative. 

“My, how God did bless! The thing 
that impressed me most was the sin- 
cerity and humbleness of those pre- 
cious people. Such singing I have 
never heard. Of course, I did not un- 
derstand the words, but I knew when 
they were singing such songs as, ‘Oh 
Our Lord Is Coming Back to Earth 
Again.’ Well, I will not say all that I 
did—you that know me—I do not have 
to say. I had my first experience of 
preaching through an interpreter. God 
did bless and, really, if God were to 
say, ‘Go!’ I, like old Isaiah, would say, 
‘Here I am, send me.’ I only wish that 
all our American people could have 
witnessed what I did while there. 
Then, when offerings for foreign mis- 
sions are taken, they would not only 
give what they had, byt would wish 
for more to give. You dear Church of 
God saints, if any of you read this and 
have been negligent about giving to 
missions, for God’s sake and the sake 
of those precious people, not only in 
Mexico but in all the other countries, 
pray through, ask God for the mis- 
sion spirit which our Savior had when 
He was here and gave all He had. 

“T thank God for our Mission Board. 
They are doing all they can for the 
foreign countries, but they can only 
do as we do. I do not mean to write a 
sermon on missions but feel like say- 
ing that if you knew what one dollar 
meant to those in Mexico who are 
winning souls, I am persuaded you 
would arise and say, ‘We have not 
done anything in the past in compari- 
son to what we are going to do.’ 

I intended to get the number who 
had received the Holy Ghost during 


the convention but Ionly got the 
number up to Saturday night, which 
was forty. We left Obregon Monday 
and stopped for a service at Enpalme 
with Billie Perez. We had a wonderful 
time there. Brother Ruesga and 
Brother Gonzalez went that far with 
us and Brother Hargrave went with 
us to Nogales where we left him to see 
about two or three churches there. 
Brother Cross came all the way with 
us. He said it was a happy trip for him 
and we were very glad to have him 
with us.

his twelve disciples, he gave them 
power against unclean spirits, to cast 
them out, and to heal all manner of 
sickness and all manner of disease. 
And as ye go, preach, saying, the king- 
dom of heaven is at hand. Heal the 
sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the dead, 
cast out devils: freely ye have re- 
ceived, freely give,” Matt. 10: 1, 7, 8. 
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“And they went forth, and preached 

every where, the Lord working with 

them, and confirming the word with 

signs following. Amen,” Mark 16:20. 
A COMMAND 

It was particularly a part of both 
the standard of our Lord, as well as 
the apostolic age, that His ministers be 
endowed with power from on _ high. 
Luke 24:49; Acts 1:8. 

This injunction was complied with 
and fulfilled in Acts 1:14; 2:4, and be- 
came the guiding force and power of 
the ministry of the apostles. Conse- 
quently, we have an outstanding heal- 
ing of the lame man at the gate as the 
firstfruit of the apostolic ministry. Not 
only there, but this ministry of signs 
and wonders continued, “and by the 
hands of the apostles were many signs 
and wonders wrought among the peo- 
ple,” Acts 5:12. Another replica of this 
ministry was manifested at the city of 
Samaria where Philip preached. 

A PRESCRIPTION OF FAITH 

In James 5:14 we have a prescrip- 
tion of faith for the afflicted and a 
definite promise to the minister who 
waits on the Lord for healing for his 
flock. The power of miracles of heal- 
ing is broadly reflected in the ministry 
of Philip at Samaria, as a means to 
awaken interest and conviction for 
salvation among the lost. Healings 
manifest the visible power and pres- 
ence of the Lord. If those who preach 
the gospel, trust God for healing of 
their own bodies, their testimonies and 
ministry become a light to the af- 
flicted, a challenge to the devil and an 
encouragement to others to trust and 
believe God for healing. Ministers who 
do not trust God for their own heal- 
ings certainly need not expect God to 
bless their ministry in any very great 
manner by healing the sick. If a man 
has faith, he can trust God for his 
own healing. If he doesn’t trust God, 
it is because he has no faith for heal- 
ing. What good can he do for the af- 
flicted in such cases? He has nothing 
to offer, in that he stands on nothing 
for himself to claim and appropriate 
healing to his own needs. His minis- 
try concerning healing is a mock and 
a sham unless he has faith and trusts 
God for his own physical needs. 

ENCOURAGEMENT NEEDED 

I do not mean to be critical, I have 
no reserve of faith myself, and have 
suffered much affliction; but I am 
trusting God and having results in 
my own physical needs. Our people 
need encouragement in healing, and 
this must come through the ministry. 
We can trust God if we will fast and 


pray. If some of us, who have so much 
stomach trouble and other kindred 
ailments, would fast a little healings 
would most certainly come. Try it. 
Both the world and, as for the most 
part, the whole church hopefully 
await for the manifestation of the in- 
visible power and blessings of Christ; 
that when their eyes are opened by 
the power of the miraculous Saviour 
they might accept Him and be saved. 
We would not have churches filled 
with unbelief and coldness if we ha 

ministers full of faith and the Hol 

Ghost who trust God and wait on Him 
to manifest His power in a miracu- 
lous way. Coldness and unbelief in the 
churches over the country are a nat- 
ural result of unbelief first in the 
pulpit. A consecration of our bodies 
unto God to have and to hold as His 
own, to die, to sink, or to swim, will 
bring new spiritual life and power in- 
to our lives and the churches we 
serve. The time to trust God is when 
you are sick. The time to pray for 
healing is when we are sick. See 
James, fifth chapter. A revival of sal- 
vation will proceed from a revival of 
healing. The one reveals Christ. The 
other is the result of a decision and 
acceptance of Christ.

They 
now knew that Christ had made the 
trip home safely and that He sent the 
Comforter as He had promised. 

4. He is the sanctifier. Rom. 15:1 
“That I should be the minister of J 
sus Christ to the Gentiles, ministering 
the gospel of God, that the offering 
up of the Gentiles might be accepta- 
ble, BEING SANCTIFIED BY THE 
HOLY GHOST.” 

In the twenty-fourth chapter of the 
first book of the Bible is a beautiful 
story, a type of God the Father, the 
Son, the Holy Ghost, and the Church 
or the bride of Christ: Abraham— 
God the Father; Isaac—Christ; the 
unnamed servant—the Holy Spirit; 
and the girl Rebekah—the Church or 
bride of Christ. 

Much has been said about Isaac an 
the girl, but I wish to call attention 
to the servant. He plays a very im- 
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portant part. He leaves home and goes 
to a far country to seek out a bride 
for the son, Isaac. He is careful as to

course, if the pastor, members, and 
evangelists all get their minds on fi- 
nance too much they are more than 
likely to have a meeting instead of a 
revival, and many times a meeting 
doesn’t pay the evangelist very much. 
Neither does it benefit the church very 
much. 
If the desired evangelist puts money 
first, you put souls first and that 
: evangelist last and use what you have 
ith faith in God and you'll have a 
evival and an increase in member- 
ship. 
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When the “we spirit” takes hold of 
a membership, no matter how small 
it is, that church, despite the gates of 
hell, will grow in strength, sweetness, 
richness, and number like a beestand 
supported by a hive of Italian bees. 
In this kind of a church brotherly 
love, fellowship, and unity prevail. The 
members work together with the sen- 
timent of “serving the Lord with joy 
and gladness,” and with the disposi- 
tion that they are “true yoke fellows.” 

Certainly there will be the Tobiahs 
and Sanballats to taunt, poke fun and 
criticize, but the good work, though 
by a limited group and scant finance, 
will go on! The pastor and members 
will not stop, neither will they “come 
down”; “they have a mind to work.” 

At times one or two members in a 
small membership can create a dis- 
couraging atmosphere and make it 
very hard for the rest to carry on, but 
if they will be faithful, victory will 
soon be theirs. 

A pastor, who is now one of our 
best state overseers, John E. Douglas, 
was offered one hundred dollars by 
the leading member of a little church 
to go back East. The member said he 
was through, wasn’t helping any 
longer. No use, church is dead! The 
pastor said, “I can’t take the money. 
T’ll stay here if I starve to death! I 
must get this church going.” The dis- 
couraged brother was soon rejoicing 
with the pastor and other members 
over the largest and strongest church 
in the State. 

Yes, to our little struggling churches 
that are being terribly hard hit by the 
war situation, by losing men to the 
Army and defense plants—take cour- 
age! “The harder the battle the sweet- 
er the victory.” “Winners never quit!” 
God has given you charter members of 
those little churches the distinguished 
honor of bringing into existence, 
maintaining, and promoting a work- 
shop for Him and His Church. Make 
your church a city set on a hill to 
light the community for miles around. 
Yes, work to make your church one of 
the largest churches in the Church of 
God.

out the use of an interpreter. When 
the Japanese occupied parts of China, 
Brother Johnson, although very reluc- 
tant to speak of these things, has 
gone through many dangerous places 
to carry the truth to the heathen 





there. He even drove his car through 
the Jap lines during fighting, to fill 
his appointments in missions ‘in the 
Japanese-occupied territory. His ex- 
periences in towns occupied by 
Chinese guerilla bands are very inter- 
esting, too. During the depression in 
1930-33 the work there was greatly 
hindered, but God has crowned his 
efforts with fruitfulness in that needy 
land. He is abiding the day when he 
can return to China’s millions who are 
hungry for our and their Savior. We 
are very fortunate to have him in 
B. T.S. and College, where he is help- 
ing prepare many of us for greater 
service to our Master.
